bill to extend the aid program

Lost with the bill were countless 
economic development aid projects 
in sm aller nations, plus military 
assistance for Cambodia. Laos and 
Israel and emergency relief funds 
for millions of Pakastam refugees. 


Foes of the bill cited a wide 


variety of reasons for rejection 
ranging from troubled economic 
conditions at home to distaste for 
curbs on the Nixon administration s 
Southeast Asia policy that were 
added to the bill during the week.

Nationalist China appeared to have 
played only a minor role in the 
outcome, perhaps affecting several 
votes. 


President Nixon deplored the vote 
as "a highly irresponsible action

Tax bills will 'shock' county taxpayers 


A year or so back the 
rumor 
went 
about 
that 
President 
Nixon 
would 
appoint Daniel P Moynihan 
as his ambassador to the 
I ’mted Nations. Well, the 
President 
appointed 
Mr. 
Hush, who is a splended 
man. but who because he 
has not had the misfortune 
of growing up among social 
scientists, 
isn't 
as 
well 
qualfied to cope with their 
charlatanry. 
It 
happens 
that 
Mr 
Moynihan ended up at the 
r,\ after all. as a United 
States delegate, and his first 
self-assignment 
was 
to 
examine a document called 
the “ 1970 Report on the 
World Social Situation." 
This report is supposed to 
focus on world social issues, 
to invite attention to them 
not only by the UN. but by 
the 
various private and 
national social agencies the 
world over 
“ The 
Secretary-iieneral," 
Mr 
Moynihan began his 
analysis, “ Has stated the 
United Nations is on the 
verge of fiscal bankruptcy. I 
should like to talk about the 
prospect 
of 
intellectual 
bankruptcy as evidenced by 
the draft 1970 Report on the 
World Social Situation” 
Professor Moynihan went 
on. “ It reads like the work 
of a harassed undergraduate 
hoping against reason that 
his senior thesis, compiled 
in three horrendous nights 
of scissors, paste, and black 
coffee, will be accepted on 
grounds 
that 
he 
will 
otherwise not graduate." 
What kind of thing did the 
social scientists employed 
by the UN get wrong, in 
discussing 
the 
United 
States’.' Roughly speaking 
everything. The passages 
concerning America have 
“ the quality of persistent 
and 
seemingly 
invincible 
inaccuracy. 
There 
is 
scarcely 
a 
sentence 
concerning 
the 
United 
States . . . which a reputable 
social 
scientist 
or 
a 
responsible 
government 
official 
could 
approve. 
Where 
the 
facts 
are 
k n o w a b1e 
they 
are 
recurrently wrong. Where 
they are not knowable. they 
are confidently asserted” 
Mr 
.Moynihan 
quoted 
examples: 
"According to 
most recent estimates, even 
the working poor in the 
United States will number 
about five million by 1974. 
an increa.se of more than 
two million over 1967 " .Mr. 
.Moynihan 
was 
able 
to 
correct 
this 
even 
from 
memory. “ 1 would say our 
estimate ot the working 
poor in 1967 was about 15 
million, and the number is 
expected to drop to about 1Ü 
million by 1974 Where did 
the UN data come from’’ 
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. And so on 
What caused a report so 
egregiously 
inaccurate’’ 
Here Diplomat Moynihan 
asserted himsell He didn’t 
simply say that it is the job 
of 
anti-US 
intellectuals, 
whose 
ignorance 
of 
the 
United States is altogether 
unfeigned 
The 
tactual 
mistakes are easy enough to 
cope with, said Moynihan. 
"(But) this is not true of the 
methodology of the report. 
Here 
we 
encounter 
a 
profoundly serious problem, 
which can only cause alarm 
to persons committed to 
free inquiry in an open 
society. This methodology, 
let it be clear, is not the 
re.sult of any plan, it is 
merely the end consequence 
of a succession of choices 
reflecting what was either 
convenient or po.ssible under 
the 
circumstances. 
The 
outcome, 
nonetheless, 
is 
ominous. I use that term 
with care” Read: if you 
don't 
have 
freedom 
of 
criticism 
within 
the 
academies, and if people get 
their 
jobs 
only 
after 
qualifying ideologically for 
them, you are going to get 
tendentious reporting. 
.Mr, Moynihan said that 
the 
Soviet 
delegation, 
delving into the report, had 
gone on at some length 
about how bad things are in 
Am erica, 
noting 
for 
instance the frequency of 
trade union protests against 
the Administration 
“ It is 
not 
surprising 
that 
this 
.should 
strike 
her 
(the 
delegate’s 
a 
.she). 
The 
distinguished 
delegate 
comes from a land where 
the last trade union protest 
occurred in 1917” 
There follows a few words 
which are the trendiest on 
foreign policy that I have 
spotted coming from the 
lips of a modern liberal: the 
last 
word 
in 
anti- 
WTlsonianism. 
“ As 
the 
distinguished 
Soviet 
delegate told us. The Soviet 
people live in harmony — 
there is no conflict among 
.social groups' 
Doubtless 
that is so It is not so of the 
United States, where there 
is much discordance and 
considerable conflict 
We 
do not 
seek 
to convert 
anyone to our view of things 
We are fully content that 
others live as they w ill The 
world is a varied place, and 
the United Nations reflects 
that variation." Wow This 
is the UN that 15 years ago 
was setting up declarations 
of 
human 
rights, 
and 
drawing 
up 
genocide 
conventions. Now, says Mr. 
Moynihan. we are “ fully 
content that others live as 
they will." Well, I’m not 
fully 
content 
that 
the 
distinguished 
Soviet 
delegate will be stuck in 
Siberia if she utters one 
undistinguished word. But I 
see what Moynihan is up to. 
and 
it is, 
I suppose, a 
necessary corrective, the 
end of the W ilsonian dream

The doctor's mailbag 


Bv Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I am 37 
years old. When I was about 
12 years old, I was shot with 
a “BB” gun above the eye. 
I am quite certain the shot 
(copper) 
remained in the 
skin because I used to be 
able to feel what it felt like. 
I have had rheumatoid ar­ 
thritis for over 14 years and 
have had many medical ex­ 
aminations but never men­ 
tioned the shot before. My 
question is — could the cop­ 
per in the shot in my system 
be in any way related to the 
rheumatoid arthritis or what 
effect, if any, could the cop­ 
per have on the system? My 
health seems to be general­ 
ly poor. 


Dear Reader—All the peo­ 
ple who wear copper brace­ 
lets 
to 
“c u r e 
arthritis’’ 
would be very distressed at 
your suggestion. I doubt the 
small shot has any signifi­ 
cant effect on your body or 
your health. 
Yes, I understand that you 
probably feel in poor health 
in general and that isn’t too 
surprising. Rheumatoid a r­ 
thritis is more than just a 
disease of the joints. It does 
cause fatigue and in many 
people a feeling of general­ 
ized illness. It affects the 
whole 
body. 
A 
low-grade 
fever is common. It is a se­ 
rious disease and deserves 
careful attention to prevent 
deformities and to help a 
person lead as normal a life 
as possible. 


It is important that the 
person with rheumatoid ar­ 


thritis r e c e i v e adequate 
medical attention. Much can 
be done. This includes m eas­ 
ures to prevent deformities. 
It is important to learn 
the best way to try to m ain­ 
tain a full range of motion 
for all the joints. In certain 
cases w h e r e deformities 
have occurred, surgery can 
be very useful. 


I would like to recommend 
to you the services of The 
Arthritis Foundation, a non­ 
profit organization formed 
to help people with arthritis. 
The organization works with 
d o c t o r s and community 
leaders. They help support 
arthritis clinics that inte­ 
grate all the different spe­ 
cialty areas needed and even 
home-care programs. Some 
family doctors like to have 
their patients seen by a spe­ 
cialized 
clinic, 
geared 
to 
help with the complex prob­ 
lems of the arthritis patient. 
Such clinics can often pro­ 
vide services or have facil­ 
ities that the family doctor 
may not be able to support 
from his office facility. 
A 
doctor who wishes to use 
these services for his pa­ 
tients can do so by con­ 
tacting his nearest Arthritis 
Foundation C h a p t e r by 
checking listings in the tele­ 
phone books of larger cities 
or the nearest chapter can 
be located through the serv­ 
ices of the Arthritis Founda­ 
tion, 
1212 Avenue of the 
Americas, New York, N.Y. 
10036. 
The 
chapters 
also 
have valuable literature for 
patients who need to learn 
more about arthritis.

What he wanted is what he got

HOLLYWOOD—i N E A >- 
No m atter w h a t happens 
from here on. Flip Wilson 
figures he’s licked the sys­ 
tem. He’s a h e a d of the 
game. 
Sixteen years ago. Clerow 
Wilson of Jersey City, N.J., 
was discharged f r o m the 
U.S. Air Force. He decided 
he would try to become a 
comedian. He was serious 
about being funny, and sat 
down and figured out a long­ 
term plan to achieve that ob­ 
jective. 
“ I’m now in the 16th year 
of a 20-year plan—or rather, 
a 15-year plan to be followed 
by a five-year p 1 a n,’’ he 
says. “ When I set out to be­ 
come a comedian, I did a lot 
of reading about comics— 
not the now comics, but the 
old gentlemen like Bert Wil­ 
liams and W. C. Fields. 
“ I learned that it takes a 
long time to be a good come­ 
dian. So I gave myself 15 
years to learn, to make mis­ 
takes. I didn’t care if I made 
any money or not during 
those 15 years. 
“ I never had anything to 
start with, so I didn’t have 
anything to lose. We’re all 
born naked, and if after 50 
years we die with a suit of 
clothes on our back. I figure 
we’re ahead.’’ 
So th at’s what he did, work 
to learn rather than to make 
money. He says that for the 
first seven years, he made 
less than $1,000 annually. He 
hitchhiked around the coun­ 
try, working as much as he 
c o u l d , practicing, trying, 
falling on his face, picking 
himself up and trying again. 
“ I dream ed success,’’ he 
says. “ I used to fall asleep 
under a tree or in a parked 
car, a n y w h e r e , and I’d 
dream of all this that I have 
now. I’d wake up and try 
to go back to sleep, so I 
could dream it again." 


He worked for $10 a night. 
But he was young, he had 
no responsibilities, he could 
afford it. He was learning. 
And he was aiming toward 
the second part of his plan, 
the five years that would fol­ 
low the 15 years of educa­ 
tion. 


“ After 15 years,” he says, 
“ I felt I would know my 
business and be able to work 
the next five years for my 
own security. I figured I’d lie 
able to make enough in those 


five years to hold me the 
rest of my life.” 
He figures he’s a couple 
of years ahead of his plan. 
That is probably an under­ 
estimation. Certainly, F l i p 
Wilson has to be considered 
one of the major talents to­ 
day. His weekly NBC show 
is a smash hit, now in its 
second year. He could write 
his own ticket for club work. 
“ My success.” he says, “ is 
not beyond my w i l d e s t 
dream s — it IS my wildest 
dream s.” 
He remembers being a 
poor kid back in New J e r­ 
sey, with nothing or the next 
best thing. He would look 
enviously at other kids who 
had s o m e t h i n g . And he 
would want things, the things 
they had. 
“ But gradually,” he says, 
“ I came to the realization 
that nobody was about to 
give those things to me. I’d 
have to earn them myself. It 
dawned on me that I didn’t 
want the things the other 
kids had—I wanted my own. 
There’s a difference.” 
Now he has the money to 
afford anything he wants. 
But. as so often happens, he 
hasn't the time to e n j o y 
them. The only luxury he has 
indulged himself with is a 
car—a blue Rolls-Royce con­ 
vertible—because he likes to 
drive. But he doesn’t have a 
big house or a swimming 
pool. Not yet. 


Now that he’s arrived, he 
believes he’ll work beyond 
those five years of his plan. 
Other ambitions have been 
born in his soul. 


“ I’ve had this funny idea 
in the back of my head late­ 
ly,” he says, “and I know 
it sounds conceited, but it’s 
possible. I’ve won an Emmy 
and a Grammy for a record 
album, but wouldn’t it be 
nice if I also won an Oscar 
and a Tony.” 


So he may next try movies 
and then maybe Broadway. 
Those are sometime in the 
future; he realizes he has a 
lot to learn about both film 
and stage. But he’ll learn 
those c r a f t s just as he 
learned his basic t r a d e , 
comedy. 
“ I 
made m istakes,” 
he 
says, “but if I make a mis­ 
take. 1 learn. I don’t make 
that mistake again—I may 
make a different mistake, 
but not that one.”

When someone says that 
they have designs on you. it 
usually means that they are 
trying to get to know you 
better. 
For Mrs. Joseph 
(Nancy) 
Gregory of 
432 
Milky Way, it means that 
she is working on some new 
patterns in knit, wearing 
apparel. 
An avid hobbyist, Nancy 
has been knitting since she 
was a child. She taught 
herself 
by 
watching 
her 
aunt knit and copying her 
movements. She has refined 
her knitting skill to the point 
of writing a book on the 
subject. 
Nancy put out a book 
called “ All About Knitting” 
in 1964. She and her husband 
planned on footing the bill, 
but found that it was more 
expensive than they had 
expected 
Consequently, 
there are a limited number 
of copies on the market. 
Not to be daunted by this 
setback, Nancy sent copies 
of 
the 
book 
to 
several 
m agazines 
around 
the 
country. 
“ Better 
Homes 
and G arden” took her up on 
the idea and asked her to 
expand the original m anu­ 
script. 
She 
is two-thirds 
through it now. 
Some of Nancy’s latest 
designs in knit clothes have 
been worked out with the 
aid of what she calls her 
computer wheel. Fractions 
and m easurem ents always 
stumped her in school, and 
when it cam e tim e for her to 
work 
out 
some 
of 
her 
patterns, she needed both of 
these m athem atical bases 
to figure fittings. 
Her son sat down with her 
one day and helped her 
calculate 
the 
fractional 
m easurem ents 
that 
she 
needed. The numbers on the 
wheel compute figures for 
individual sizes. She feels 
that there is no such thing as 
a standard size and this 
wheel elim inates the usual 
bag and sag that a person 
get 
w ith 
re a d y -m a d e 
clothing. 
In addition to this unique 
computer wheel, Nancy has 
also 
worked 
out 
some 
formulas for knitting that 
take individual stitch size 
into 
consideration. 
Some 
women 
knit 
loosely 
and 
some have tighter stitches. 
These formulas incorporate 
these factors for shaping 
garm ents into slants, curves 
or angles depending on what 
is necessary. 
Nancy has five children 
She is a grandmother of 
three with two more on the 
way. Seven cats, one bird 
and a number of fishes 
occupy a place in the house­

Everything

does is self-taught. Besides 
knitting, 
she

music wheel sim ilar to the 
knitting com puter wheel so 
that she could learn to play 
instrum ents by ear. 
Everyone 
around 
the 
Gregory household has a 
hobby and the family works 
together on their different 
projects. Nancy teaches the 
children what she knows 
and they do the sam e for 
her She feels that the best 
thing you can ever give your 
children is time. 
Nancy enjoys drawing and 
has been doing it 
since 
elem entary 
school. 
After 
years 
of 
draw ing 
she 
decided to branch out. She 
drew a picture of her son 
one day and decided to fill it 
in with pastels. This first 
pastel picture won second 
place in an art show.

She put off working with 
oil paints for a long tim e 
because she thought that it 
would be more difficult than 
pastels.

Phantom of the Mission 


Ghouls and ghosts are conspicuous creatures around this 
time ot year. The spirit that stalks the grounds at La 
Purisima Mission has a basis in fact. He was murdered by a 
jealous lover. 
In the early days of the second La Purisima Mission, 
where it now stands, they had large celebrations for special 
church holidays On one of these occasions people came 
trom near and tar to celebrate mass and enjoy a fiesta 
afterwards. 
A young man, Don Jorge Felipe, and his cousin, Don 
Vincente, were part of these festivities. Don Jorge was a 
surly man who excelled in all the feats of a brave caballero. 
His cousin was a dandy, handsome, a fine dancer and 
guitarist and a ladies* man. 
Among the other guests at the fiesta was the young Anita, 
Don Jorge's fiancee. Her father was quite wealthy, and it 
was said that this was the reason that Jorge had attached 
himself to her. 
Friction had arisen between the two young men because 
Don Jorge had blocked the sale of some land to Don 
Vincente’s father. Don Jorge wanted the land for himself 
and had gone directly to his friend the governor to put in his 
bid. Don Vincente's family lost the sale. 


One ot the contests in the fiesta, juego de gallo. involved 
some skillful riding. A chicken was buried in the ground, 
except for his head, and a man had to ride at full gallop, 
stoop and catch the chicken. Dqn Jorge, thought to be the 
best rider in the area, challenged Don Vincente to the 
contest. 
Don Jorge rode first and was successful two out of three 
times. No one thought that Vincente could match this. He 
swept over the chicken three times, and was victorious on 
all three tries. The crowd was in awe. Don Jorge was 
fuming. 
Don Vincente then challenged Jorge to a harder trial. 
Requesting one of Anita's silver bodice buttons, a small 
target, he placed it on the gror-d and demanded that Don 
Jorge pick it up under the same rules that they had used for 
juego de gallo. 
Don Jorge grasped the tiny object only once. Vincente 
made a clean sweep. In a rage, Jorge spit on the ground and 
rode off. 
Later that evening at dinner, Don Vincente angered Don 
Jorge further by making eyes at Anita. Jealousy is the 
worst devil of all, they say, and \ incente was pushing Jorge 
too far. 


At bedtime, Anita and Don Jorge were missing. Anita’s 
father went in search of his daughter, for it was in bad taste 
for an unmarried girl to go out without a chaperone. He 
found his daughter slumped on the ground in the courtyard. 
When she revived, she said that she had not been with Don 
Jorge, but had gone to her room for a handkerchief and 
fainted on the way back. 
Looking in Don Vincente’s room, they found no one there. 
Don Jorge was fast asleep. Vincente’s father assumed that 
he had gone for a ride, which he often did before bed. 
In the morning, Vincente was still missing. His bed had 
not been slept in. Don Jorge had gone riding and left word 
that he would return in the evening. 
At breakfast, an Indian came running up and whispered 
something to one of the padres. The men followed the 
Indian to the Cuartel and in a room of this building, the 
Callabosa, buried under a pile of adobe bricks, was the body 
of Don Vincente. 
The next day, about the same time as Vincente's funeral 
some riders approached the Mission. They had found Don 
Jorge’s horse, legs up, sinking in the quicksand along the 
banks of the Santa Clara River. He had been making his 


escape for having murdered his cousin and met with death 
himself. 
The soul of anyone who dies without having last rites 
administered is condemned to purgatory. Don Vincente’s 
ghost is said to be roaming the grounds of the Mission to 
this day. He comes out at night to make his last confession, 
but no one can help the pleas of a dead man. 
The building in which the murder took place is supposed 
to defy all attempts at repair. Several times since 
Vincente s murder, the fathers tried to rebuild it. Each 
time it fell down. The Indians said that the ghost of Don 
Vincente kept pushing it down. 
A traveller in the early 1900’s spent a night on the Mission 
grounds. He reported that he set up a wind break of adobe 
bricks to shelter his horse. Twice during the night, he was 
awakened to find his horse shaking and trembling, and the 
bricks that he had put up had fallen down He had tethered 
his horse among the ruins of the building where Vincente’s 
body was found. 
Stranger tales than these are rumored to have taken 
place. If there is an answer, only the spirit of Don Vincente 
can prove it.

cyclist. 
Crash,

fracture that kills him. He 
was not wearing a protec­ 
tive helmet. 
Such helmets are indeed 
vital to the safety of vulner­ 
able motorcyclists, points 
out the National Automobile 
Club, as evidenced by the 
large number who die as the 
result of head injuries. 
In a recent study, reports

killed

Marshallia Ranch on the 
Lom poc-C asm atia 
Road 
was originally part of the 
Jesus Maria grant deeded to 
Lucas Olivera in 1837. The 
grant included 42.000 acres 
and approximately 15 miles 
of coast from the Santa 
Ynez River to the Casmalia 
hills. It was on this land that 
Olivera 
built 
the 
fore­ 
runners 
of 
the 
present 
Marshallia Ranch buildings. 
When California became a 
state, all the land grants had 
to be redeeded under the 
auspices 
of 
the 
United 
States Government. In 1854, 
the so called Olivera Land 
Grant was given over to 
Jose Carillo and Luis T. 
Burton. It was Burton who 
developed the property, and 
for nearly 50 years raised 
cattle, 
horses and 
large 
heards of 
sheep. 
Burton 
maintained a home in Santa 
Barbara 
where he spent 
most of his time, but was a 
frequent visitor to his land 
near Lompoc. The major 
portion of his holdings in 
Lompoc became known as 
Burton Mesa. 
Luis’ 
son, 
Ben, 
took 
control of the ranch in the 
1880’s 
and 
leased 
10,000 
acres to tenant farmers. A 
1,000 
acre 
strip 
on 
the 


southern edge of the ranch 
bordering on San Antonio 
Creek was sold to the Union 
Sugar Company for growing 
beets. The Southern Pacific 
Railroad brought 120 acres 
of Burton land for train 
a c c e s s 
t h r o u g h 
t h e 
property. 
Edwin Jessop Marshall 
was 
the 
next 
long-term 
owner 
of 
the 
land. 
He 
bought the ranch in 1904 in 
the name of the Jesus Maria 
R a n c h o 
C o r p o r a t i o n . 
Marshall 
christened 
the 
ranch “ Marshallia,” which 
was a combination of his 
last name and Casmalia. 
Marshall 
was 
a 
large 
cattle 
rancher 
and 
land 
owner 
with 
extensive 
holdings 
in 
Mexico. 
The 
Jesus Maria property was 
the first land he owned in 
California. 
He developed his newly 
acquired 
ranch 
into 
a 
com fortable 
home. 
He 
added 
buildings, 
built 
eucalyptus 
wind 
breaks, 
constructed reservoirs and 
added 7,600 acres to his 
initial 
acreage. 
Marshall 
moved to his ranch from 
Los Angeles in 1933 after 
announcing his retirement 
from active business. 
Marshallia’s dude ranch 
was added in 1929 to supple­ 
ment the loss in income 
caused 
by 
the 
Gr e a t 
D epression. 
This 
idea 
worked so well that in 1935 a 
two-story guest house was 
built. 
Marshall 
ran 
the 
ranch until his death in 1937. 
The 
M arshall 
family 


moved back to Lon Angeles 
that same year and leased 
the ranch to Morgan S. 
Tyler. Tyler used the land 
for cattle grazing and kept 
up the dude ranch operation 
at the same time. Many 
n o t a b l e s 
s t a y e d 
a t 
Marshallia. Jascha Heifetz, 
Rod 
Cameron, 
Jeanette 
MacDonald and Bob Hope 
were among the guests. 
World War II curtailed 
civilian 
a c t i v i t i e s 
at 
Marshallia. 
The 
entire 
Jesus Maria tract, all 42,000 
acres, was bought by the 
Federal 
Government 
for 
$750,000 to develop an Army 
installation. 
To celebrate its acquisi­ 
tion, the Army held a party 
at the ranch. In the process 
of festivities one of the 
buildings caught fire and 
part of original Marshallia 
history 
was 
demolished. 
Repairs were made, 
but 
renovated and modernized, 
little of the old flavor was 
left. 
In 1946. the guest ranch 
was again in civilian hands, 
but much of its glamour was 
gone.
